T. PETERSBURG, May 22, 2:05 
am—(By Atlantic Cable.}] The 
first step tewards the institution 
of the long-coutemplated Council of 
National Defense to coirdinate the ac- 
tivities of the military and naval ad- 
ministration, has been taken in an im- 
perial manifesto creating a special pre- 
liminary comrmiesion under the pres- 
idency of Gran’. Duke Nicholas Nichol. 
alevitch. 
The manifesto is preceded by a re- 
script which Emperor Nicholas ad- 
dreased to the Grand Duke, in which 


His Majesty sayg: “In order to insure 


the development of the empire's fight- 
ing force in a manner corresponding 
to the needs and resources of the 
state and uniformity in the duties of 
the supreme naval and military ad- 
ministration, and also to harmonize 
them with those of other government 
institutions in questions affecting the 
safety of the state, I have deemed it 
necessary to establish a Permanent 
State Defense Counci). I charge the 
special commission, consisting of 
members appointed by me, under the 
presidency of Your Imperial Highness, 
to draw up according to my direct 
suggestion a law relating to this in- 
stitute.” 

The rescript concludes with the ex- 
pression of the conviction that the 
commission will carry out the task 
confided to it without delay and with 
the care and undivided attention which

The existing Council of War. which 
has proved unsatisfactory, will be 
superseded by the new body. The 
war in the Far East have shown the 
necessity, the two departments failing 
to work tog«ther to the best advantage 
even when actuated by the most har- 
monious feelings, and friction has 
been often manifested. Many oppor- 
tunities for helpful coipergtion be- 
tween the two arms of the service 
are constantly arising, and if Vice- 
Admiral Rojestvensky succeeds in 
reaching Viadivostok and shaking the 
Japanese mastery of the sea, the coun- 
cil will play a very weighty role. At 
the same time, the council is created, 
not for the present war, but as a per- 
manent organization of the state, sub- 
ordinating the war and navy depart- 
ments and even overshadowing the 
other ministries. ' 

It is understood the formation of 
the new council means the definite 
abandonment of the plan of sending 
Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaievitch 
to the Far East to assume supreme 
command on land and sea. Gen. Line 
vitch and Vice-Admiral Birileff will 
be left unhampered, except as to the 
grand outlines of strategy.

At noon, on May 19, 
they attempted to threaten the rear of 
our camps by making a southwestern 
detour, but our strong guards dis- 
heartened them, and they retreated 
in a far northwestern direction with- 
out attaining their object.” 


ON THE BATTLE LINE. 
ADVANCE COLUMNS ATTACK, 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


CHANCHUN (Manchuria) May 21, 
—f[{Exclusive Dispatch.] The armies 
are engaged on a battle line from 
forty-five to fifty miles wide, extend- 
ing from the northeasterly bank of 
the Liao River, west of the railway, 
to Hailungchen, on an old Chinese 
road to the Yalu River. The main <'- 
visions are not more than fifteen miles 
apart, but since Friday night the ad- 
vance columns have _ continuously 


left of Gen. Linevitch’s center, the 
Second Army Corps has repulsed the 
Japanese advance on Chungkuchen, 
and at last report was holding the lJeft 
bank of one of the tributaries of the 
Liao River. 

The right wing of the army °*' 
the Japanese Friday night, and con- 
tinued the engagement Saturday morn- 
ing in the territory between Fakumen 
and Liao River. The Russian com- 
mander-in-chief undoubtedly desires to 
find out without delay the general 
strength of the Japanese forces on the 
right flank. A division, mainly of 
three Moscow regiments, with cavalry 
and two field batteries, attacked about 
seven battalions of mixed troops at 
the village of Majadien. The engage- 
ment continued throughout Friday 
night in the chain of hills running 
northwest toward Lahoe River. Sim- 
ultaneously, another division of the 
Russian forces attacked at Shawjutsa, 
on the west of Fakumen, driving in 
three battalions of Japanese in what 
developed finally into a hand-to-hand 
fight. 

Saturday, the enemy was strongly 
reinforced with cavalry and field ar- 
tillery, and the attacking Russian 
forces, making a junction, retired on 
the intrenched camp at Tungkotsz. 
The Japanese advanced on this Sun- 
day morning, on both sides of the 
Russian camp. Reinforcements are 
coming up to the two armies at this 
point, and a battle involving the Rus- 
sian right and Japanese left will prob- 
abzly begin without delay. The at- 
tacks on the left of the Russian army, 
so far as learned up to noon today, 
are only by small detachments of the 
enemy, undoubtedly scouting forces, 
whose mission is to determine the po- 
sitions of the main Russian brigades 
guarding the road to Kirin.

Miss Bender 
claimed to have been married to Cline 
in 1896, Cline taking the name of 
Robert Cline.

For nearly twenty years 
he was engaged in real estate busi- 
ness, and was a tax title buyer. He 
retired in 1880. He owned 2000 acres 
of land in Lake county, Indiana, and 
had also large holdings of Chicago 
real estate. His heirs are the chil- 
dren of his two sister and two broth- 
ers. Some heirs live at Frederick, 
Md., and others in California.

United States Immigration Officials, 
Organized Bands of Crooks Help ~ 
Along Baggage Full of Disease. —

W ASHINGTON, May 21. 


—[Exclusive Dispatch.]} 

The President. has 
taken up the immigration ques- 
tion, and is preparing to call) it 
to the attention of Congress and 
the country. He believes one of 
the most serious problems now 
confronting the American peo- 
ple is how to deal with the 
hordes of undesirable immi- 
grants that Europe is pouring 
upon our shores. 

During the fiscal year which 
ends June 30, next, all immi- 
gration records will be broken. 
In those twelve months, well 
on toward a million steerage 
passengers will have arrived in 
the United States, looking for 
homes or work. The greatest 
number that arrived in any 
previous year was 857,046, dur- 
ing twelve months ending with 
June, 1902. For 1904, the total 
was 812,870, and for 1905 it will 
be between 900,000 and 1,000,- 
000. 

These are appalling figures, 
when analyzed and their signif- 
icance fully understood. They 
mean that, in a single year, 
there pours into the country a 
multitude of people equal to or 
greater than the present popu- 
lation of eighteen States of the 
Unicn. It means an increase 
of about 26 per cent. in the 
number cf men in the United 
Ftates whose means of liveli- 
hood is such that they are of- 
ficially classed as “laborers” in 
the census reports.

‘Proposition to Save Many 
Dollars 


Thousand 


To be Brought Before Board 
of Education Soon. 
Way Suggested of Providing 
New Schoolhouses. 


Municipal insurance is the latest 
project on foot at the City Hall. 

A number of business men have sug- 
gested that the city be its own in- 
surance company, and it is probable 
that stepe will be taken along this line 
at once by some of the city officers 
who are much interested in the idea. 

On the firet of next July the insur- 
ance on city buildings will expire, and 
untess this new plan is adopted all 

bulidings will be reinsured on that 
date. Municipal insurance is written 
for a period of two years. 

Advocates of the new scheme have 
pointed out that the city is now pay- 
imc over $23,000 annually for insur- 
anct premiums. In other words enough 
is paid out of the city treasury each 
year build one $11,000 
every six months 

I. is maintained that the risk i= very 
small. 

In fourteen years Los Angetes has 
los. just one schoolhouse by Gre. 

Had the city been carrying its own 
ineurance during thie time many thou- 
sard dollars would be in the city cof- 
fers while one-half of one year’s pre- 
mium, at the present rate, would pay 
ali of the lose Im all these years. 

Another argument that has been ad- 
varced by proponents of seif-insur- 
ance is that it is coming to be adopted 
more and more by business men of 
large mearms. Many of the biggest con- 
cerns in the country carry no Gre in- 
surance policies. They say that where 
they have property in many places the 
coset of premiums is more than the 
losx by fire will average, so they do 
their own insurance. 

It fi said that among the large local 
coneerns which assume their insur- 
ance, Is the Huntington syndicate. 

The city now has no insurance on 
its engine houses, but it was not until 
recently that any suggestion was made 
that it extend this policy to the school- 


houses. 
I: is not proposed to include thé City 
Hall. The hall and the library are to 


be insured as heretofore by insurance 
companies. They are now covered by 
about $100,000 insurance. 

The plan will no doubt meet with 
strong opposition when it comes be- 
fore the Council. for the revenue to the 
various companies and agents in the 
city te considerable. It fe natural that 
they should use all of their power to 
prevent any sdach step. 

The Councilmen, too. will not he 
anxious to see the insurance men ban- 
ished from the field for under civil ser- 
vice rule, insurance-granting is one of 
the few ways open to the members of 
the city legislative body to repay thetr 
political debts. It has alwaywg been the 
custom to divide the insurance among 
a large number of agents. 

A man of considerable influence 
would, of course, be able to demand - 
much larger slice of the pie than some 
agent who had refrained from ye 


tics 

Thus it ie that the biennial 
tior of insurance plums has atsumed 
political importance.
